Tho general strike is ‘now'an old story 
to your readers, thanks to the cables, and 
it is “unnecessary” to ‘retell vit sat. any 
ength, There are one or two points, 
however, na they specintly affected Beot- 
land, to which reference may be made. 
‘The first is that, except among ‘the 
Lothian and Lanarkshire miners, there 
Was no body of opinion in favour of on 
all-round hold-up. Even the railwaymen 
in the North were lukewarm, And os 
for tho higher class of tradesmen they 


entered the contest much against tho 
grain, Tho letter press’ printers, for 
instance, did not hesitate to protest, and 
pretty strongly, againat the order of the 
Treads Union Council. Even ‘although 
comparatively few workunen brokd away 
from their Unions, it ‘was notorious that 
largo. numbers romained out, not ‘from’ 
Any belief in the policy of shock tactics, 
but simply from a. sense of loyalty to 
their own particular unious.. This was 
tho caso all over Scotlaaod, and, ‘the 
knowledge of such o slate of opinion 
among their followers undoubtedly. in: 
fluenced’. their leaders, ‘The great body, 
‘of the unionists now think that tho atrike 
was a mistoke,-and not's few admit that 
they hove suffored a great defeat, fron 
which the trade organisations. will not 
recover. for a. very long Umea (st 
' Many : problems, - of. course, remain: 
be" adjusted in connection. yith;:the. ree 
‘simption of ‘work. There is;the difficult 
question in many’ publio services of ‘the 
employment of men who.continued to'givo 
their work or who volunteered for work 
during the strike period. In.ono or two 
instances diffcultica have emorged in tho 
public services of Edinburgh and Glas- 
gow. Actively or passively, employees 
in civic departments have sought to ex- 
press resentment against members of the 
staff who remained loyal. Heads of de 
partments aro determined, however, to 
see that the men who stood by them aball 
not be subjected to persecution, and 
affective measures will ba taken with that 
view, : Ae eee . : os 
EMPLOYERS’ GRIEVANCES. 
Private employers also naturally har; 
bour resentment against the sudden and 


peremptory. manner in which their’ busi-|. 


nesses were brought to a standatill by 
the men walking. out without notice ‘at 
tho word: of ‘command from outsiders, 
and without any grievance of their own. 
But tho strikers, capecially in the Rel 
districts of the West af Scotland, not 
only expect that their breach of contract 
should bo immediately and’ frecly con- 
doned, but expect also that places should 
be found for all of thent im theiy accus- 
tomed positions: o8 soon os they care to 
claim reinstatement, ‘For the vast ma- 
jority . reinstatement will. in. point -of 
fact, follow automatically upon ‘personal 
‘applivation at their accustomed place of 
work; but there: ig, residum who may 
find themselves ‘permanently ‘displaced, 
and the fault will’ be their own. A cer- 
tain proportion of the-voluntary, workera 
who came to the, help of the employers 
during: the general strike ‘will be fetain- 
ed; it is their-right, and the public would 
rewnt ‘any other decision.

Tho fathor somo 
time ago was sent to the Oregon. state 
penitentiary,, but later -was transferred 
to the state hospital, where he died re- 
cently, All of the 15 children are now 
in state institutions and aro state 
charges. Officials anid the mother was 4 
mental derelict and at best could‘ not 
live more than a few years. . . : 
CHILDREN’S NAMES. WITHHELD. 

Although the names of the children aré 
not avajlable, it was said that ono of 
them ‘is an inmate of the Oregon state 
penitentiary, others aro inmates of the 
state training school for boys, atate in- 
dustrial school for girls and the state 
home for the feeble-minded. There are 
others in tho state institutions of Idaho 
and Washington, : ; 

Figuring on a low per capita cost of 
$20 a month, which is possible at only 
one or two. of Oregon's state institutions; 
the cost of maintaining the members of 
this unfortunate family is at lenst $3,500 
a year. The ‘taxpayers of. Idaho and 
Washington ‘are ‘paying for the keop of 
other members of the family confined in 
the imatitutions of those states. - 


OPERATION TO BE DEMANDED. 


Dr. R. E. Leo Steiner, saporintondent 
of the Oregon state hospital, has let. it 
bo known that the mother, even though. 
she -recovera her mental faculties, will 
not be allowed to leave tho institution’ 
until she has consented’ to an operation 
under the Oregon eugenics law. “Such an 
operation, he said, would halt propaga- 


be: tion of this family in Oregon and oven-
